he 2013 Relay For Life of Agawam 
kickoff on Wednesday, Jan. 30 will not 
be just an event, it will be an extravaganza. 

There will be raffles, “goodie” bags, food, 
a “fortune telling” booth, activities, video 
presentations, and much more. Janine Ia- 
colo, who for the second year serves as the 
Relay’s community co-chair, said the kick- 
off — which starts at 6 p.m. at the Agawam 
Public Library — will be a fun event for a 
serious cause. 

“We want people to leave our kickoff not 
only excited about the Relay but also moti- 
vated to make a difference in the war against 
cancer.” She added that should weather con- 
ditions require postponing the kickoff, the 
snow date is Tuesday, Feb. 5, same time, 
same place. 

The second annual American Cancer 
Society (ACS) Relay For Life of Agawam 
is slated for Friday, May 17 and Saturday, 
May 18, at the Agawam High School track 
and sports field. This year’s Relay, with the 
theme, “Dream Big, Hope Big, Relay Big 
for 2013,” also has a bigger fund-raising 
goal: $60,000. That’s double the 2012 goal. 

The kickoff is designed to energize the 
community around the Relay and give teams 
and individuals an opportunity to register 
early. That way, said Iacolo, they can get a 
jumpstart on planning and fund-raising for 
the main event in May. 

Booths will be set up and staffed by plan- 
ning committee members who will answer 
Relay questions, offer fund-raising tips, and 
explain what happens before and during the

AGAWAM — Since 1933 
Kirkus Reviews has been known 
as the toughest literary critics in 
the business. Best-selling and 
well-known authors covet a re- 
view from Kirkus because a good 
one is very hard to come by. 

Jolene Mercadante, local author 
and Agawam Public Library assis- 
tant director, now joins the ranks 
of writers to receive a top-notch 
compliment from Kirkus for her 
book, The Angel on My Shoulder: 
My Life with an American Pit Bull 
Terrier. 

“It’s a great honor because 
Kirkus Reviews is the industry 
standard for book reviews. Librar- 
ies use Kirkus Reviews to order 
books and book stores look at it, 
too,” she said. 

“They notified me in November 
that my book was chosen in the 
top 100 of 2012 in the Best of In- 
die titles. They said it was a very 


big compliment because 2012 had 
the most self-published titles yet.” 

When Mercadante opened up 
the copy of the Best of 2012 is- 
sue of Kirkus magazine, she was 
stunned. Her book was listed in 
the Top 25. 

“Tt means a lot to me because it 
gives my book credence. My only 
goal with my book is to help the 
unfair stereotypes in the media 
for pit bulls,” she said. “You only 
hear about dog bites if it is a pit 
bull. Everyone I know, including 
myself, has been bitten by another 
breed. It’s never been a pit bull.” 

Kirkus described The Angel on 
My Shoulder as “a charming por- 
trait of unadulterated pet love” in 
how it details the meaningful life 
lessons learned by Mercadante 
and her loved ones when Rumer, 
an adopted pit bull, came into their 
lives. 

“These dogs are such good dogs 
and it’s not their fault what breed 
they are. They need good homes 
but instead they’re just put to

AGAWAM — Thanks to a grant 
from the Massachusetts Security 
Trust Fund, the Agawam Fire De- 
partment will purchase a cross 
band radio interoperability system 
that will benefit not only the town 
of Agawam, but other communi- 
ties in the Pioneer Valley. 

“Basically, those are big words 
to describe a box that allows ra- 
dios from different departments to 
‘talk’ to each other,” said Agawam 
Fire Chief Alan Sirois. 

That small box comes with a 
big price tag, however. It costs 
$20,000, he said, adding, “They’re 
not cheap.” 

Sirois applied for the grant in 
August 2012 because he felt it 
was important to strengthen com- 
munication between communi- 
ties in the event that mutual aid 
is needed. The radios used by one 
department may operate on a dif- 


ferent band or spectrum than the 
radio used by another department 
and as a result those radios cannot 
“talk” to each other, said Sirois. 
The Motorola APX Multi-Band 
Mobile Radio, which will be able 
to interact with the New Eng- 
land Communications Systems 
(NECS) Quick Link System, will 
be made available to other juris- 
dictions in the area so that “police 
and fire departments throughout 
Hampden County will benefit,” 
he said. 

According to Sirois, the com- 
petitive grant was open to police 
and fire departments throughout 
the state and only a handful of 
awards were given, including 
Agawam. 

Sirois met with NECS represen- 
tative Addie Izquierdo last week.

Democrats in Agawam will hold a caucus at the Agawam 
Public Library, 750 Cooper St. on Saturday, Feb. 9 to elect 
14 delegates and three alternates to the Massachusetts Dem- 
ocratic Convention. 

The doors will open at 10:30 a.m. and participants must be 
in line by 11 a.m. in order to vote. This year, the convention 
will be held Saturday, June 1 at the Tsongas Center at UMass 
Lowell. Delegates to this convention will debate and adopt 
a platform for the Massachusetts Democratic Party for the 
next four years. 

The caucus is open to all registered Democrats in Aga- 
wam, and the Democratic Committee welcomes participants. 
Delegates will be divided equally between men and women, 
and all ballots will be written and secret.

Welch files bills for 
upcoming session 


BOSTON - The 188th Legislative session has begun and 
Jan. 18 was the deadline for all seasonably filed bills that will 
be reviewed over the next two years. 

Sen. James T. Welch, D — West Springfield, filed many bills 
that he hopes will be considered in this upcoming session. 
Two issues Welch would like to address are the high school 
dropout rate and adult violence at youth sporting events. 

“An Act relative to interagency collaboration for dropout 
prevention” unites state agencies and offices with commu- 
nity-based organizations, teachers, and parents to develop 
and execute a plan to prevent dropouts in certain school dis- 
tricts across the Commonwealth. Two levels of councils are 
created: one council at the broader state level and multiple 
local councils at the district level. By bringing together these 
groups at the state level, the legislation adopts a proactive ap- 
proach to the issue of dropout rates on a large scale. In creat- 
ing the district level councils, the legislation leaves room for 
each district to carry out the larger plan in a manner best fit 
for that community, as well as allowing for special attention 
to be paid to individual at risk students. 

“An Act relative to zero tolerance for violence at youth 
sporting events” addresses instances of violence and aggres- 
sion by adults at sanctioned youth sporting events. It estab- 
lishes a council to create and implement a code of conduct 
for youth sporting events. Additionally, it gives the council 
the authority to hear complaints, review evidence, and im- 
pose bans on individuals who are the perpetrators of violence 
and aggression at such events. The legislation also creates a 
public registry of offenders and increases the criminal pen- 
alties for assault, assault and battery, stalking, and criminal 
harassment at youth sporting events.

Flu season nothing 
to sneeze at 


e keep a bottle of waterless hand sani- 
tizers right by the door of our news- 
room. 

Everyone probably knows someone who 
has been infected this year. Thankfully, none 
of our office staff members or correspondents 
have been struck by the flu, but individuals 
with whom we work closely have canceled 
interviews, citing sickness in recent weeks. 
Due to an early peak, this year’s flu season 
has been characterized by Agawam health 
officials as severe and widespread, and the 
Agawam Advertiser News’ email box has 
been inundated with announcements from 
the medical community with information 
about this year’s flu strain and instructions 
on how to care for yourself and family mem- 
bers. We’ve summarized these announce- 
ments within our pages in the past to help 
keep our readers informed and, hopefully, 
protected. 

The best defense against the flu is a flu 
shot. It’s not too late. The Centers for Dis- 
ease Control recommends that everyone 
six months of age and older receive the flu 
shot that will provide protection against this 
year’s virulent strain, which, according to 
Dr. Sarah Haessler of the Infectious Disease 
Division at Baystate Medical Center, can re- 
main in the area through April. 

Busting through the biggest myth about 
flu — the vaccine does not cause the flu; 
still, it does take about two weeks for it to 
become fully effective, so there is a chance 
that if you are exposed, you may still suffer 
symptoms. 

Other protections against infection include 
frequent hand washing with soap and water 
or an alcohol-based hand rub. Avoid touch- 
ing your eyes, nose and mouth, and avoid 
close contact with people who are sick. 

The flu is a virus, so antibiotics cannot 
treat it. Still, there are steps you can take to 
treat symptoms that include high fever last- 
ing three to five days, severe body aches, 
headache, fatigue, sore throat, cough, run- 
ny or stuffy nose, and vomiting and/or di- 


arrhea, particularly in small children. First 
—rest — stay at home, and stay in bed. This 
will help you to recover more quickly and 
avoiding work or school will keep the 
flu virus from spreading to others; drink 
plenty of fluids, water or juice, to avoid 
dehydration; take non-aspirin pain relievers 
to reduce fever and pain. 

Seek medical attention immediately if

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more severe symptoms develop, including 
“fast breathing, trouble breathing or bluish 
skin color; pain or pressure in the chest or 
abdomen; confusion or sudden dizziness; 
not drinking enough fluids, not being able to 
eat, or severe or persistent vomiting; flu-like 
symptoms that improve but then return with 
fever and worse cough; not waking up, be- 
ing so irritable that the child does not want 


to be held or not interacting (children); fever 
with a rash (children); no tears when crying 
or significantly fewer wet diapers than nor- 
mal (children).”

Casino offers nothing 
but hardship to Agawam 
To the editor: 


The Hard Rock Hotel and Casino that has been 
proposed at the Eastern States Exposition in West 
Springfield is not going to be in the best interests 
of the town of Agawam. The town of Agawam 
borders the grounds of the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion. There is already a negative impact on local 
traffic and a hardship to the residents of Agawam 
during the Big E and Six Flags seasons. 

Having a casino at the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, which directly abuts the Agawam town line, 
is like having the casino within our town with- 
out any taxation or control.

This new proposed 
casino would negatively impact restaurants and 
businesses, public safety, schools, town infra- 
structure and increase addiction problems. The 
Big E and Six Flags traffic together with the ca- 
sino traffic, with all the concerts and events will 
be a disaster for our town. 

There is no amount of compensation that is 
worth putting our town at such a risk, potentially 
destroying our quality and character of life in our 
community. Our town, the town of Agawam is 
a wonderful place to live and raise our families 
and we should be proactive to preserve and pro- 
tect it for future generations. As elected officials 
who represent the residents of Agawam, it is our 
duty to raise our voices and stand in opposition to 
the proposed casino at the Big E, which will only 
benefit a small group of people. 

If the elected officials express their concerns 
about traffic, schools, public safety, impact on lo- 


cal business and form committees to study those 
concerns, it will give the appearance that they al- 
ready approve and support the casino at the Big 
E. We don’t need a committee. We already know 
what problems will be caused if a casino comes 
to the Big E. The town officials should also com- 
municate and express our concerns to the town of 
West Springfield and the Massachusetts gaming 
commission and oppose the Hard Rock Hotel and 
Casino at the Eastern States Exposition.

When we first got to her apartment, there was a “‘Wel- 
come” sign on the door, and a welcoming fruit basket in her 
room. Several staff members stopped by to welcome Mom 
personally. During the first several months, the staff stopped 
by Mom’s apartment to invite her to the many activities that 
are organized for the residents. One thing my mother men- 
tioned before she moved in was the fact that now she would 
have to eat by herself. I mentioned that to the marketing di- 
rector and she set up a table of three other women for my 
mother. My mother has since made very good friends with 
her table-mates. 

Heritage Woods is an assisted living facility. The people 
living there are “residents” and they are capable of taking 
care of themselves in varying degrees, but know that they 
cannot or should not live on their own. The staff treats the 
residents as family — one staff member stated that they feel 
like the residents are their grandparents. The residents are 
treated with respect and kindness and are greeted by name. 
Each resident has his/her own apartment which is furnished 
with their own furniture and personal belongings, making 
the apartments their own and more homey. There are emer- 
gency pull cords in four places in the apartment, adding to 
the safety of the rooms. The meals are served in the dining 
room and the residents choose from a menu of four main 
meals and four light items with the choices changing every 
day. There are numerous activities for the residents and if 
they want something that is not offered, they can request

what they want, and that activity is set up. 

The staff provides several amenities to make it easier for 
the residents to continue doing the same things they have 
always done, without the need to get a ride — like providing 
flu shots in the fall right at the facility, providing absentee 
ballots for voting, and providing the services of a primary 
care physician that makes “house calls.” 

The staff makes all of the holidays very special for the 
residents. They spend time and energy making the whole fa- 
cility gorgeous with decorations of all kinds for all seasons. 
That makes the facility more homey and conveys a sense of 
community for the residents. 

I feel very good about my mother’s living arrangements. 
My mother says, “If I cannot live at home this is the best 
place for me to be.” I am thankful for her attitude, and that 
attitude stems from the care she is receiving. 

I live out-of-state and know that Mom is safe in her day- 
to-day living. A staff member sees her six times a day (three 
times for her medication to be given to her, and three meals 
a day in the dining room). This adds to my mother’s well-be- 
ing, as well as mine and my brother’s. 

Thank you to all of the staff at Heritage Woods Assisted 
Living Facility for the tremendous job they are doing in car- 
ing for their residents.

“The equipment has been ordered,” she said, adding there 
are other vendors involved so setting up the radio system will 
be “a process.” She hopes to have it up and running within 
the next two months. 

Sirois said he is happy to be able to purchase the system 
and credited both Mayor Richard A. Cohen who supported 
the department during the application process and the Aga- 
wam City Council, who accepted the grant. 

Another huge plus for the town is that the grant was zero 
match, meaning the town was not required to expend funds 
in order to obtain the grant money. 

“Tt’ll help save lives,” Sirois said. “It’s going to enhance 
the safety of our personnel at major and complex incidents.”

sleep. It breaks my heart every day. That’s what I want to 
change,” she said. 

In the United States, animal shelters are overrun with the 
breed because people are afraid of the stereotypes perpetuat- 
ed by false myths. A staggering statistic attests to that truth, 
as almost one million of these dogs are put to sleep each 
year. Breed-specific legislation in certain states reinforces 
insurance company decisions to deny coverage to house- 
holds who own the breed or worse. 

“Thankfully, Gov. [Deval] Patrick just signed a bill in the 
fall against breed-specific legislation in Massachusetts,” she 
said. “I can breathe a sigh of relief here at home but it doesn’t 
help dogs in other states. It has to be on a federal level and 
that’s one of the fights that I’d like to proceed with.” 

Mercadante’s hope is that her book changes the negative 
perspective on the breed that truly has positive characteris- 
tics, like a love of children and how they can be excellent 
nannies for them. Readers regularly contact Mercadante to 
tell how her journey with Rumer helped them make the deci- 
sion to adopt a pit bull. 

This year, Mercadante plans to become more involved in

the kickoff. They have distributed flyers at many local busi- 
nesses and canvassed the town to talk with people about 
forming teams for the Relay. 

While the kickoff event is the formal start of the count- 
down to the Relay in mid-May, Iacolo and about a dozen 
other Agawam residents on the committee have been work- 
ing for several months to organize the 2013 event. Starting in 
mid-February, Iacolo will hold monthly team captain meet- 
ings at the Agawam Senior Center. 

“Our committee has grown and we got started with our 
planning much earlier this time — and that is a huge advan- 
tage,” said Iacolo. 

“Last year, we didn’t get started until February. Despite 
that short lead time, our small group of dedicated volunteers 
pulled things together quickly and had a phenomenal Relay. 
This year, we’re dreaming and hoping for an even bigger and 
better Relay.” 

Helen van Riel, an ACS community development orga- 
nizer who assists the planning committee, said Relay events 
like the kickoff help raise awareness about cancer. 

Supporting family, friends with cancer 

“While our goal is to have a cancer-free future by provid- 
ing funding to find a cure for cancer, we also want to support 
friends and family in Agawam with cancer. The Relay is one 
way the Agawam community can celebrate and remember 
those who have or who had cancer by creating a comforting 
environment for them,” said van Riel. 

More than 300 people and 40 teams participated in the 
2012 Relay. Iacolo said this year’s challenge is to expand on 
that accomplishment by doubling the number of people and 
teams that participate in the Relay. “And, because it is 2013, 
we want every team member to ask at least 13 people for $13. 
We think that this is a challenge that everyone can meet.” 

Once the Relay starts on Friday evening, teams of eight to 
15 people will walk around the track — with at least one per- 


fundraisers for the local shelters like Thomas J O’Connor 
Animal Control & Adoption Center and Dakin Pioneer Val- 
ley Humane Society in Springfield. 

“T’ve become a big advocate for adoption from shelters. 
It’s the main point of the book and the main point in my life 
now,” she said. “Sometimes people criticize that I bought 
my two dogs and didn’t adopt. My younger one was a rescue 
from a breeder. I do a lot for adoption so it’s hard when you 
hear that people see a piece of your life.”

son from each team on the track — until its conclusion Satur- 
day morning. At nightfall, the track will be illuminated with 
hundreds of glowing white bags — luminarias — dedicated to 
those affected by cancer. 

Teams will raise most of their money at numerous fund- 
raising events before the Relay. However, a considerable 
amount of money is raised at and following the 16-hour, 
overnight event. The inaugural Relay raised $47,000 — about 
$11,000 of which came in after the Relay took place. 

“We not only exceeded our goal, but Agawam was second 
highest in New England in 2012 for money raised at ACS 
Relays,” said Iacolo. “We expect our second year to be even 
more successful.” 

‘Cancer knows no boundaries’ 

Iacolo recently made presentations to Agawam’s school 
committee and city councilors and invited them to attend the 
kickoff. She plans to meet with officials in communities that 
border Agawam to invite them to the kickoff event — and en- 
courage them to promote the Relay in their communities. 

“Cancer knows no boundaries. We want people from 
Southwick, Westfield, and West Springfield — even Enfield 
and Suffield — to join with us at our Relay to help us reach 
our goal,” said Iacolo. 

She added that funds raised through the Relay do more 
than provide money for research. Among other things, the 
cancer society uses funds raised at Relays to provide free 
lodging for patients and families to stay during their treat- 
ments and supports funding for programs that transport pa- 
tients to and from cancer treatments. 

“We Relay so people in our communities have the resourc- 
es to help those with cancer fight back,” said Iacolo, whose 
brother died five years ago after a 17-year battle with brain 
cancer.
